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The  Board  of  Managers  at  a  meeting  held  December  5, 
1888,  adopted  the  following 

•MINUTE  : 

Our  friend  John  Avila,  after  a  long  life  radiant  with 
usefulness,  has  entered  into  rest.  He  was  one  of  the 
earliest  friends  of  this  Association,  having  united  with  its 
founders  in  the  beginning  of  their  good  work,  and  was  the 
oldest  survivor  of  those  who  have  had  any  official  connec- 
tion with  it.  For  almost  half  a  century  his  warm  heart, 
his  open  hand,  his  sound  judgment  have  contributed  not  a 
little  to  the  success  of  this  organization  in  its  ministry  to 
the  deserving  poor.  He  was  never  wearied  in  well  doing, 
and  he  was  faithful  and  steadfast  in  all  that  was  committed 
to  him.  The  lustre  of  such  a  bright  example  no  lapse  of 
time  can  ever  dim.  Our  record  may  fade  and  crumble, 
but  his  memory  shall  be  as  deathless  as  the  eternal  years. 

As  an  expression  of  our  gratitude  to  him,  and  a  token  of 
our  affectionate  regard  for  all  that  he  has  done  for  us  and 
others  in  the  service  of  the  G-reat  Master, 

Resolved,  That  this  minute  be  entered  of  record  and  a 
certified  copy  be  engrossed  and  presented  to  his  family, 
with  the  assurance  of  our  heartful  sympathy  with  them  in 
this  season  of  our  common  sorrow. 
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The  Board  of  Managers  at  a  meeting  held  April  3,  1889, 
adopted  the  following 

MINUTE  : 

The  elder  heads  among  us  are  passing  away.  Mr.  James 
E.  Kelsey,  for  more  than  twenty  years  a  laborer  with  us 
for  the  assistance  of  the  worthy  poor,  has  gone  to  his  rest. 

His  warm  heart,  his  sound  judgment,  his  rare  executive 
ability,  made  him  a  most  valuable  member  of  our  Board. 
He  was  faithful  in  all  that  he  undertook  for  this  Associa- 
tion, and  was  ever  ready  to  do  what  he  could  to  favor  this 
good  work.  The  call  of  so  many,  who  have  served  this 
cause  so  faithfully,  to  their  accounting  and  reward,  admon- 
ishes us  who  remain  to  be  diligent  and  untiring  while  the 
day  lasts,  for  the  night  cometh. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  minute  be  entered  of  record, 
and  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  family  of  our  departed  friend, 
with  the  assurance  of  our  hearty  sympathy  with  them  in 
this  our  common  sorrow. 


The  Board  of  Managers  at  a  meeting  held  May  29,  1889, 
adopted  the  following 

MINUTE  : 

This  Association  has  bid  good-bye  for  a  season  to  one  of 
its  earliest  and  most  constant  friends.  Simeon  B.  Chit- 
tenden, for  many  years  one  of  our  most  honored  Vice-Pres- 
idents, has  been  called  to  his  rest.  Words  of  eulogy  seem 
almost  unmeaning  in  the  presence  of  such  a  noble  life. 
Strong  in  manly  independence,  unstained  in  a  single  trans- 
action during  a  long  and  active  business  career,  illustrious 
for  deeds  of  charity  and  benevolence,  large  hearted  and 
open  handed  at  every  call  of  duty,  always  to  be  found  on 
the  side  of  righteousness  without  regard  to  present  popu- 
larity, his  character  stands  in  its  grand  simplicity  a  model 
for  the  young  men  of  our  day,  and  a  bright  example  for  all 
coming  time.  We  bow  our  heads  reverently  at  the  call 
which  has  summoned  him  away  from  the  activities  of  earth 
to  the  rewards  of  heaven.  He  is  not  lost  to  us,  although 
taken  from  our  sight ;  and  his  memory  will  be  perennially 
fragrant,  not  only  among  those  who  have  labored  at  his 
side  and  known  him  the  most  intimately,  but  throughout 
the  land  in  which  his  name  has  ever  been  linked  with  all 
that  is  best  in  sanctified  humanity. 

We  enter  this  brief  tribute  upon  our  records,  and  we 
copy  it  for  the  dear  ones  of  his  home  circle  whom  we  would 
remind,  in  this  hour  of  their  grief,  that  the  greatness  of 
their  loss  is  itself  the  measure  of  their  compensation.

The  Annual  Eeport  was  read  by  the  General  Agent  and 
adopted  as  the  report  of  the  Society;  and  the  Board  of 
Managers  was  authorized  to  print  twelve  thousand  copies  for 
distribution. 

The  Treasurer's  Account  was  read  and  accepted,  and 
ordered  to  be  printed  with  the  Annual  Eeport. 

The  Auditiug  Committee  reported  that  they  had  examined 
the  Treasurer's  account  with  the  vouchers,  and  found  it  cor- 
rect. Their  report  was  accepted,  and  the  Committee  dis- 
charged. 

The  Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  then 
elected  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

The  minutes  of  this  meeting  were  read  and  approved,  and 
the  Society  adjourned.

FORTY-SIXTH 

ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Count  Tolstoi  in  "  What  To  Do  "  gives  an  interesting  but 
discouraging  account  of  his  attempt  to  relieve  poverty  and 
distress  by  personal  charity.  His  experience  is  the  common 
experience  of  all  who  have  ever  made  similar  attempts.  To 
relieve  the  poor  and  not  increase  pauperism  always  is  a  diffi- 
cult problem,  and  sometimes  seems  an  insoluble  one.  It 
requires  as  much  ability  to  give  money  as  it  does  to  make  or 
to  keep  it.  Indiscriminate  charity  is  not  charity ;  it  leads  to 
the  very  evils  it  attempts  to  cure.  It  is  as  necessary  to  mix 
brains  with  benefactions  as  with  business.  Money  is  a  good 
minister  for  love,  but  a  wretched  substitute  for  it.  "  Blessed," 
says  the  wise  man,  "  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor."  This 
is  what  we  are  least  inclined  to  do.  Now  we  coddle  them, 
now  we  cast  them  out ;  but  coddling  is  not  considering. 
"  Give  to  him  that  asketh  of  thee  ;  and  from  him  that  would 
borrow  of  thee  turn  not  thou  away."  Yea  Lord  !  but  what 
shall  I  give  ?  Food  ?  Clothes  ?  Money  ?  Either  of  these 
is  a  poor  gift  if  so  given  as  to  impoverish  character.  He  who 
gives  a  poor  man  a  dollar,  and  takes  from  him  his  self-respect, 
has  not  performed  charity  but  perpetrated  robbery. 

And  yet  we  cannot  close  our  ears  to  the  cry  of  the  poor, 
nor  our  hearts  to  their  sufferings,  nor  our  pockets  to  their 
need.  The  duty  of  charity  is  the  first  duty  laid  on  us  by  the 
Bible.  Because  we  have  the  poor  always  with  us,  we  must 
have  philanthropy  always  in  our  lives.  He  who  never  gives 
to  the  needy  impoverishes  his  own  soul.    Dorcas  is  not  an 
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anachronism  in  the  nineteenth  century  ;  we  cannot  say  that 
there  is  no  need  for  her  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn.  "  I  was 
sick  and  ye  visited  me  not,"  is  as  sharp  a  sentence  of  con- 
demnation in  A.  D.,  1889,  as  in  A.  D.  30.  The  Master  is 
present  in  his  poor,  now,  as  then.  Lazarus  cannot  lie  unfed  at 
the  rich  man's  door,  and  the  rich  man  escape  the  Master's 
sentence  on  Dives.  The  richer  the  country  the  greater  dis- 
grace to  the  country  is  incurred  by  unalleviated  pauperism. 
Am  I  my  brother's  keeper !  Yes,  you  are.  That  it  requires 
thought  to  help  and  not  harm  him  does  not  lessen  the  obliga- 
tion to  help  him.  Love  makes  drafts  on  our  brains  as  well  as 
on  our  pocket  books;  and  is  not  satisfied  with  coppers, 
silver,  or  even  gold  chucked  to  beggars,  whether  from  the 
carriage  to  the  highway,  or  from  the  pew  to  the  contribution 
box. 

What  are  the  causes  of  poverty  ?  Unjust  taxation  ?  Un- 
equal distribution  of  wealth  ?  Inadequate  wages  ?  Monopoly  ? 
Unjust  social  and  industrial  organization?  Doubtless  these 
all  combine  to  produce  poverty.  But  undeveloped  or  ill- 
developed  character  contributes  to  pauperism  more  than  all 
social  causes  combined.  Ignorance,  incompetence,  idleness, 
thriftlessness,  to  say  nothing  of  more  serious  vices,  are  the 
commonest  causes  of  poverty.  The  intelligent,  industrious 
householder  rarely  requires  charity.  Alas  !  if  when  he  re- 
quires it,  it  is  so  given  as  to  lessen  his  thrift,  industry,  intelli- 
gent self-respect.  Perhaps  a  commoner  cause  than  all  is  des- 
pair. A,  was  a  self-respecting  and  honest  workman.  He  had 
moderate  abilities,  enough  to  earn  a  livelihood  when  all  went 
well;  not  enough  to  cope  with  misfortunes.  Misfortunes  came, 
and  he  surrendered.  He  fell  behind  to  his  landlord,  and  to  his 
grocer.  Debt  bred  despair.  From  despair  of  being  able  to 
pay  his  debts  to  contentedly  remaining  under  a  debt  which  he 
does  not  expect  to  pay  is  a  short  and  easy  step.  From  con- 
tentedly remaining  in  debt  for  past  supplies  to  contentedly 
relying  upon  charity  for  future  supplies,  is  a  second  step 
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equally  short  and  easy.  The  self-respecting  worker  has 
become  a  pauper,  who  rinds  it  easier  to  beg  than  to  work. 
He  adopts  as  his  own  the  motto  "  The  world  owes  every  man 
a  living."  If  the  world  does  not  pay  what  it  owes  him,  and  he 
has  enough  courage,  and  not  too  much  conscience  for  a  thief, 
he  resolves  to  take  from  the  world  what  it  owes  him.  This  is 
the  well  worn  path  down  which  many  a  man  has  slipped  from 
honest  but  not  very  competent  industry,  into  beggary  and 
crime.  The  time  to  arrest  this  downward  course  is  at  the 
beginning.  A  little  wisely  given  help  prevents  despair  ;  pre- 
venting despair  prevents  debt ;  preventing  debt  prevents  dis- 
honesty, beggary,  crime.  It  is  in  the  first  hour  of  misfortune, 
which  a  wiser  and  stronger  man  would  cope  with,  that  the 
weak  want  a  little  help  and  much  encouragement.  How  shall 
this  help  be  given  ! 

1.  You  may  give  it  personally.  This  is  the  best  of  all 
ways,  provided  you  have  first  the  time  to  investigate,  and 
second  the  practical  skill  not  to  be  cheated.  But  giving  to 
the  beggar  on  the  street  or  at  the  door  does  nothing  to  arrest 
this  dowmvard  course ;  on  the  contrary  such  giving  acceler- 
ates it. 

2.  You  may  give  through  your  church  organization.  Every 
church  has  its  organized  charity.  But  such  organized  charity 
is  confined  to  the  members  of  its  own  congregation.  And 
the  great  mass  of  those  who  need  aid,  to  keep  them  from 
slipping  into  pauperism,  do  not  belong  to  Christian  congrega- 
tions. Christian  congregations  educate,  train,  develop  ;  and 
it  is  the  uneducated,  the  untrained,  the  undeveloped  who  need 
counsel,  encouragement,  and  wisely  given  aid. 

3.  You  may  give  it  through  the  State  or  municipal  organi- 
zations. But  experience  has  proved  that  these  are  poor 
almoners  of  out-of-door  relief.  As  a  result,  Brooklyn  public 
charity  is  given  only  through  the  poor-house.    The  city 
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provides  for  the  hopeless  and  the  irreclaimable  pauper.  It 
does  nothing  to  prevent  men  from  slipping  into  pauperism. 

4.  There  remain  the  Bureau  of  Charities,  which  gives 
only  employment,  but  neither  food,  fuel,  or  clothing;  and  the 
Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor.  The 
latter  society  bestows  food,  fuel,  medicines,  clothing  and  other 
necessary  succor  to  the  worthy  needy  poor  under  a  careful 
and  well  organized  system  of  visitation,  and  is  the  only 
organization  in  Brooklyn  (except  a  local  one  in  the  Eastern 
District),  which  does  systematically  anything  to  arrest  the 
stream  of  pauperism  at  its  source. 

Its  funds  are  wholly  devoted  to  this  work  ;  for  it  owns  its 
building,  which  is  untaxed,  so  that  it  has  no  expense  for  rent ; 
and  its  officers  are  all  engaged  in  the  work  of  distribution.  It 
acts  as  the  deputy  for  individuals  who  have  uot  time  or 
experience  to  act  for  themselves  in  the  work  of  investigation. 
It  employs  ten  examiuers  who  are  skilled  in  the  art  of  in- 
vestigation, and  only  experience  can  give  the  necessary  skill. 
It  has  during  the  last  ten  years  reduced  the  proportion  of 
unworthy  recipients  of  charity  from  fifty  per  cent,  to*  ten  per 
cent,  of  all  who  are  relieved. 

To  men  and  women  who  desire  to  contribute  wisely  for  the 
succor  of  the  unfortunate  and  worthy  poor,  this  Association 
offers  the  organization  it  has  created,  and  the  experience  it 
has  acquired. 

The  following  figures  will  give  the  reader  in  brief  the 
statistical  proportions  of  the  work  done  during  the  last  year. 
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SUMMARY. 

The  number  of  families  assisted  during  the  past  year  was  11,262,  consisting 
of  50,679  individuals. 
During  the  past  year,  4,924  grocery  orders  were  issued. 

Nine  hundred  and  forty -four  tons  of  coal  were  delivered,  value  $5,664,  and 
given  in  one-quarter  and  one-half  ton  lots  to  3,175  families. 

Fifty-five  requests  for  medical  attendance  were  issued,  and  114  medical  pre- 
scriptions were  filled  at  a  cost  of  $80.01. 

The  whole  number  of  packages  of  groceries  given  out  amounted  to  32,317. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  articles  of  second-hand  clothing  were  given  out, 
valued  at  $125.

PRINCIPLES  AND  OBJECTS 


OF    THE  ASSOCIATION. 


This  Association  is  organized  for  a  special  purpose,  and  its  labors  are  specific. 
It  seeks  to  do  collectively,  just  what  the  benevolent  desire  to  do  individually, 
viz. :  to  elevate  the  moral  and  physical  condition  of  the  worthy  poor,  and,  as  far  as 
possible,  relieve  their  necessities.  It  does  not  belong  to  the  public  at  large,  but 
to  those  who  annually  subscribe  to  its  funds  ;  and  only  such  have  a  right  to 
send  applicants. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  fundamental  rules  by  which  the  work  of 
this  Association  is  governed: 

First — To  give  relief  only  after  investigation  of  each  case,  either  by  visita- 
tion or  through  inquiry.  To  give  only  articles  immediately  necessary.  To 
give  assistance  at  the  right  moment,  and  not  beyond  the  necessity  which  calls 
for  it. 

Second — To  require,  from  every  one  who  receives  aid,  abstinence  from  all 
intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage;  that  children  of  a  proper  age  be  kept  at 
school,  and  those  of  suitable  age  be  apprenticed  to  some  trade  or  sent  to  ser- 
vice : — the  design  being  to  make  the  poor  a  party  to  their  own  improvement. 

Third — To  give  no  relief  to  recent  emigrants,  except  in  urgent  cases,  until 
they  can  be  referred  to  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  when  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  Association  towards  them  shall  cease.  The  reason  being  that  the 
Commissioners  of  Emigration  are  obliged  by  law  to  care  for  such  persons,  if 
needy,  during  one  year  after  their  arrival,  and  are  provided  with  means  for 
this  purpose. 

Fourth — To  give  no  aid  to  persons,  who,  from  infirmity,  imbecility,  old  age,  or 
any  other  cause,  are  unable  to  earn  their  own  support,  and  therefore  are  per 
manently  dependent.  In  extreme  cases,  or  until  they  can  be  referred  to  the 
proper  Institutions  for  permanent  relief,  temporary  assistance  may  be  given. 
Notwithstanding  these  persons  may  be  worthy,  they  are  non-improvable.  The 
reason  of  this  rule  is,  the  permanently  dependent  are  not  regarded  as  proper 
subjects  for  relief  by  this  Association,  as  we  have  no  permanent  fund. 

Fifth— To  discontinue  relieving  all  who  manifest  a  purpose  to  depend  on 
alms  rather  than  on  their  own  exertions  for  support.  The  maintenance  of  these 
is  incompatible  with  the  objects  of  this  Society;  because  such  persons  become 
so  debase:5  by  continued  gratuitous  relief  that  there  is  no  hope  of  inciting  them 
to  self-support,  and  to  aid  them  is  to  encourage  vice  and  indolence. 

This  Association  is  not  intended  to  supersede  existing  charities;  but,  as  far  as 
practicable,  to  supplement  them,  and  make  them  available  to  those  for  whom 
they  are  designed: — its  whole  aim  being  to  help  those  who  strive  to  help  them- 
selves.
